‘Nevertheless, he will almost certainly 


find among the other parties returned 
a few who will have no hesitation 
in coming to his aid. One such 
would be Mr. B. Maguire, who has 
been returned ‘for  prrw tá as an 
Independent, although he sat in the 
last, Dail as a Fianna Fail deputy. 
During his election campaign I am 
informed that Mr. Maguire assured 
the electors that if returned he 
would support the Fianna Fail 
Government. It is also known that 
one or two farmers will support the 
Taoiseach. 


PROCEDURE 


The first step at the meeting of 
the new Dail, after the reading out 
of the names of the elected deputies, 
will be the election of-a.Ceann 
Comhairle. “There is support fot the 
belief that the re-election of Mr. 
Frank Fahy to this office will not be 
disputed. When Ceann Comhairle 
takes the chair, a proposal will be 
made for the election of Taoiseach. 
This will decide the issue as to what 
the form of the new Government 
will be. Whoever is elected will 
nominate his Ministers and present 
them to the Houc, after which the 
Taoiseach and his Ministers will see 
the President and receive their 
confirmation. 

It is very unlikely, as suggested 
in some quarters, that Mr. de 
Valera might surprise everyone by 
forming a Ministry representative of 
all parties. Such a scheme, of 
course, would be fully justified, on 
the assumption that the great 
majority of those who voted for the 
minority parties favoured an All- 
Party Government as against a 
Single-Party Government. 


NEW FACES 


The Eleventh Dail, which is. now 
about to assemble will be vastly 
different in personnel from its pre- 
decessor. It will contain many new 
faces, and many familiar ones will 
be missiag. The Government front 
bench has altogether escaped casual- 
ties; but the tront Opposition 
bench has beea sadly depleted. Mr. 
Cosgrave has lost for the time being 
some of his best lieutenants, includ- 
ing General Richard Mulcahy, Pro- 
fessor John M. O’Sullivan, Mr. John 
Costello, K.C., and Mr. Michael 
Brennan. Major Sproule Myles was 
unlucky in Donegal E., where he 
lost his seat to a farmer opponent. 
A leading member of the Labour 
Party who failed to return was Mr. 
James Hickey, who was defeated in 
Cork City. 


LABOUR STRENGTH 


The Labour Party has received a 
considerable accession to its strength, 
but it has to be admitted the 
number is far short of the party’s 
expectations. The inclusion in it of 
Mr. Jim Larkin is a notable event. 
With the exception of Mr. Hickey, 
most of the old members have been 
returned. The new ones have yet to 
show their quality. 

The voters have been very chary 
of returning women to the Dail. 
The three lady members of the exist- 
ing Dail have come back, but new 
aspirants received little support. 
There were seven of these, none of 
whom got more than a thousand 
votes, with the exceptién of Miss 
Ashe, Galway, who got over two 
thousand. The others were Mrs.

Strong For

HE German radio said last’ 
night. that the Red Army had 
broken into the main German 
defence line south of Velikie Luki, 
only about 80 miles from the Latvian 
frontier, says Reuter. ' South of 
Velikie Luki,” it said, ‘enemy 
troops were able to force a break- 
through into our main defensive line.

TRAP DEFENCES 

Reuter’s special correspondent in 
Moscow states that the construction 
of defences especially designed to 
stop the heavy German ‘Tiger ”’ 
tanks has been one of the main tasks 
of the Red Army during the three 
months’ lull in fighting. The Rus- 
sians have been strengthening their 
defences in all respects along the 
whole 1,500-mile front from Lenin- 
grad to the Sea of Azov. Minefields, 
tank pits and obstacles, firing points 
in depth and a tremendous amount 
of fieldworks per mile now ‘make the 
Soviet line as strong from this point 
of view as anything on the opposite 
side of no man’s land. 

The Soviet High Command also 
expects that it will have to meet 
stronger German anti-tank defences 
than in the past. Soviet air activity 
continues, for the second month, to 
overshadow the Luftwaffe. The 
Germans are now believed to have 
about 10,000 ’planes all told in first 
and second line aerodromes behimd 


‘*NO ILLUSIONS ” 
General Dietmar, German Military 
Commentator, broadcasting last 
night, stated that Germany had 
underestimated Russian strength, 
says Associated Press. ‘‘-This war 
against Russia is no blitz war,” he 
said. “It has developed into a 
struggle for life and death.” The 
experience gained in Russia would, 
however, secure for Germany an 
advantage ove. her enemies in the 
South and in the West. We have 
always fcund our way back to the 
heights.. We have always been able 
to create conditions which contribute 
to the mastering of our difficulties. 
We shall succeed again this time— 
because we have to succeed.”’ 
General Dietmar said that the 
German people entered the war with 
views other than those they held 
now. “We never thought of a 
walk-over in Russia, neither have 
we indulged in any illusions, but 
the embittered toughness of these 
Soviet forces was unknown to us, 
and the power of their technique 
clear .- to us 
after the campaign had _ begun. 
An enemy like the one in the East 
cannot be thrown to the ground. by 
one single blow. It is only step by 
step that such an enemy can be 
crushed. 
““Are we now nearer to this 


I- can answer yes, he _ replied. 
“What will happen will be the 
radual approximation of strength. 
he conflict in which we are now 
engaged is the greatest historical 
conflict of all time; it is not a war 
like the others. Final issues are at 
stake. No compromises are pos- 
sible. This struggle affects not only 
the material, but still more the 
spiritual existence of our people.’-— 
(Associated Press.) 

A Paris Radio commentator spoke 
last night of the “terrible surprises’’ 
encountered by the ‘‘ Europeans”’ 
in two years of war in Russia, and 
said: ‘‘The Soviet Union possesses 
a defensive and even an offensive 
ower infinitely superior to that of 
Tzarist Russia.

R. HENRY STIMSON,

Italian. Naval 
Base Bombed 


A British Air Ministry communi- 
qué stated yesterday :— 

““On Wednesday night the naval 
base of Spezia, in Italy, was 
attacked by a force ot Lancasters of 
Bomber Command returning from 
North Africa to their base in 
England. Preliminary reports indi- 
cate that the docks were accurately 
bembed and stores of oil set on 
fire. 
“The aircraft flew to North 
Africa on Sunday night, when they 
bombed targets at Freidrichshaven, 
in Southern Germany, without loss. 
It is now confirmed that three acres 
of the Zeppelin works were devas- 
tated in, that attack, and that the 
motor-eugine works of Maybach 
Werke G.M.B.H. were also damaged. 

“None of our bombers is 
missing.’’ * 

A Press Association Air Corre- 
spondent writes:—It is not known 
where in North Africa the Lan- 
casters were based, but, taking the 
distance from the nearest point, 
Bizerta, their journey totalled over 
1,200 miles, 


ITALIAN REPORT
